Polk's Statement. 


Washington, July 12.—Trade 'rela- 


tions with Germany will be resumed 
at once. Acting Secretary of State 
Polk declared. The state department 
will issue blanket licenses for trade 
with Germany in everythmg except- 


j ing dyes, potash and chemicals. 


Although trade and communication 


will be permitted, Secretary Polk 
announced that the United States is 
still at *ar with Germany and will 
be until this country ratifies the peace 
treaty. The trading vsith the enemy 
act is still in force, but the blanket 
licenses will permit trade and com- 
munication under it. Tbe decision is 
in line with the view of President 
Wilson, expressed recently, that trade 
could be reopened as soon as the 
Germans ratified the treaty without 
awaiting formal ratification by this 
conn try. 


Paynent for the goods which this 


country sends to Germany must be 
made under a system of credits to 
be arranged later through private 
capital, officials said. Details as to
